Like Horse 
- _ Meat 


Bonn, Sept. 6. 

West Germans cat twice as 
much horse meat as mutton, an 
oMeial government report shows. 

Nevertheless, horse meat 
represents but 1.4 percent of the 
total annual meat consumption 
of the West Germans. Sixty 
percent of the meat caten by 
West Germans $s pork. 


For'some reason not quite 
clear to the experts, cool miners 
nppear to be the chief caters 
of horse meat, not only in 
Germany, but also in Belgium, 
Holland, Luxembourg, France 
and Britain, the report said. 


In the post 12 months, 150,000 
horses have been slaughtered in 
Germany for home —consump- 
tlon, and the bulk of the sales 
wero in the Ruhr. Most of the 
25,000 horses sold for cating 
purposes to other European 
states went. also. to. mining 
areas, 


Despite the perennial meat 
shofta in, , Britain, figures 
available show that ‘the British’ 
cat ‘only about s* third os much 
horse as the Germans. In the 
‘past 12 months, according to 
figures: available here, the 
British slaughtered but 609,000 
horses to cat.—United Press. .
